The great want again is money. 
Treasurer Eeim reports what ie 
in hie hande at this time, and it is 
very little over one thousand dol- 
lars. Large Bums may be sent 
in this week, which will ewell 
tbe aggregate grandly, bnt we 
do not know. We hope it will. 
But it there does, what ii now 
about to be said will injure no 
one should he act as proposed. 
All who have taken notice 
know the exact state of affaire 
now, and the only question now 
it whether the sum agreed opon 
will be paid. It ought to be. 
The .interest of our church re- 
quires it, and the obligations of 
brethren demand it. Many who 
have been actuated only by a de- 
sire to prosper the church and 
epeed it onward, have done 
great sacrifice to keep this work 
moving on. At one time it was 
a great undertaking ; now it ia 
simplified. The debt is email, 
and there should be no halting 
in paying it. But to do it, men 
great in dollars and cents must 
pay large Bums of money to do 
it. There should be twenty-five 
men in the church anxious for 
the opportunity to donate $600 
apiece to the institution.

Our churches are not poor, they 
are not really incompetent finan- 
cially — it ie only the desire to 
give.

The 
great pleasure ot God is to give, 
lie gives tbe earth the sun to 
shine by day and the moon and 
stars by night to give light.

He gives 
dews and rain to moisten the 
I earth and make bountiful har- 
vests. He gives good institutions 
and pleasant homes.

Now when 
you have plenty and to spare,

What con- 
fidence would everywhere bo 
felt. You five hundred dollar 
brethren could do it so easily. 

We are about to enter upon a 
new stage in our work, and 
many are so anxious to do it 
with a center of education, that 
the second may greatly excel the 
first.

Where to Beach for More Spir- 
ituality.

degree, became like insane men. 
Now there is a reverse, men are 
becoming too earthly, and tbe 
spiritual, which underlies this 
universe, is dying ont of his 
nature, and reverence to God 
and hie holy laws is buried with 
it. 

To reach and obtain it is nec- 
essary first, to develop a greater 
reverence for God, Then hia 
laws must be esteemed bb divine, 
which they are.
